One fact clear after reading your ar- 
proposed development Bird 
Island Flats (BIF) (March 24): the Phoe- 
nix completely ignored the environ- 
mental problems mixed-use develop- 
ment Logan Airport. staff went 
great lengths inform the Phoenix the 
staggering increase traffic which 
would result from mixed-use develop- 
ment. But these issues were cavalierly 
swept aside favor misleading 
political hatchet job the governor. 

set the facts straight. Massport 
had been allowed ahead with the 
BIF project, traffic the airport road- 
ways could swell percent above 
capacity 1987. That means traffic 
would come virtual standstill rush 
hour. Airport roadways would turn into 
parking lot and airport activity would 
come halt. 

Traffic the tunnels would also in- 
crease, and the so-called 
weave,” the critical point where cars 
merge from the Sumner Tunnel onto 
the Central Artery, would balloon 
percent above capacity 1987.

Wolcott aside, there exists among 
readers our increasingly chilly news- 
papers desire for news people and 
situations they can readily 
identify.

hen J.J. Cale sang change

step with the mellow status quo (these days the 
contented murmurs the well-fed instead the 
low growls the shut-out); also penalized 
the marketplace for failing make himself 
modern.

Picasso’s efforts unlearn his own facility coincided 
historically with the efforts other artists, such 
Munch, Kandinsky, and Ensor, transcend the limits 
traditional pictorial style and content. different his- 
torical context, his success dismantling traditional pic- 
ture space might not have had the tremendous impact 
and influence did. But moving Paris 1901, 
moved into milieu where his personal effort orig- 
inal work exactly reflected the kind confrontation with 
tradition that his most advanced contemporaries were 
pursuing.

Drawing upon his earlier work, Koudelka composes 
small dramatic scenes, each print’s borders functioning 
proscenium. His theatricality does not always work, 
but when does are marvelous. 
slovakia, (Koudelka provides captions ex- 
planatory words), two women and three young children 
stand road.

Morrison’s new novel, Tar Baby (Knopf, 306 pp., 

$11.95) all that problematic. rich, educated, 
ambitious black female (Jade) meets poor, uneducated, 
unambitious black male (Son). They fall love, they dis- 
cover that, fact, their worlds are incompatible, they 
split up. Jade’s adopted parents, Ondine and Sydney, 
butler and cook who strongly disapprove Jade’s ro- 
mance with “that are shaken into examining 
their attitudes toward young and old, black and white, 
poor and rich.

Her idea success being Parisian model, 
driving little cars, Wearing fur coats, and getting college 
degrees. tend feel that Jade, who believes that hap- 
piness comes from money and that self-esteem comes 
from the admiration other people, deserves what she 
gets. And what she gets, course, sterility. She feels 
cut off from her roots, which are neither white nor afflu- 
ent. She has trouble with Son, who wants change her 
idea success. 

know that supposed take all this ser- 
iously. know that the affair between Jade and Son 
meant sort paradigm the unhappy relationship 
that sometimes exists between black men and women. 
But Morrison fails make feel the weight it. Jade 


seems little too foolish, little too puerile. And the ego- 


butting, hair-pulling affair with Son remains little too 
private; never becomes the microcosm black male- 
female life it’s supposed be. 


What contrast Jade Valerian, the candy king, 
whom Morrison makes both care for and despise. 
proud and flawed, where Jade merely proud; he’s witty 
and dull, enlightened and obtuse, where Jade merely 
opinionated; he’s magnanimous and niggardly, where 
Jade simply me-generation. She simply doesn’t lend the 
novel the emotional resonance might have had, the 
kind resonance apparent other novels 
notably Song Solomon and The Bluest Eye. 

The flatness also extends the de- 
piction the landscape. She sets out make the natural 
forces the Caribbean (where much the novel takes 
place) living, moving beings. But they remain odd per- 
sonifications hear the all-too-human clatter their 
each time they come stage, which rather too 
often.
